FOKEIGN. 

ONE  DAY  LATER  ero.m  ENGLAND. 

New- York,  Sept.  25.— Last  evening  ar- 
rived at  this  port  the-  fast  sailing  ship  Re- 
mittance, Maddox,  in  30  days  from  Liver- 
pool, which  port  she  left  on  the  25th  of  Au- 
gust. Capt.  M.  has  politely  furnished  the 
Editors  with  a Liverpool  paper  of  the  23d, 
and  a file  of  the  London  Star  to  the  21st  of 
August,  inclusive,  from-  which  we  have  ex- 
tracted the  following  articles. 

The  Star  speaks  confidently  of  the  re- 
peal" of  the  orders  in  Council. 

An  article  from  L ’Orient,  announces  tilt 
arrival  of  the  galliot  Flash,  from  N.  York, 
with  an  American  envoy  on  board.  We 
know  of  no  m.nister  having  been  appointed 
to  replace  Gen.  Armstrong. 

LONDON,  August  21. 

Paris  papers  on  the  13th  itist.  arrived 
last  night.  They  contain  some  accounts 
from  the  east  of  Europe ; according  to  these 
the  general  action  between  the  Turks  and 
Russians,  which  took  pi  ice  near  Schulma, 
ns  we  staled  yesterday,  lasted  three  days. 
On  the  two  first  (the  11th  and  12th)  the 
Turks  had  decidedly  the  advantage;  but 
the  Russians  are  said  to  have  renewed  the 
engagement  on  the  loth,  when  they  total  - 
lv  defeated  the  former.  The  final  result 
of  tiie  operation  is.  however,  given  on  au- 
thority which  is  acknowledged  to  be  rather 
questionable. 

A Gnttenburg  Mail  arrived  this  morn- 
ing. However  singular  it  may  appear  Gus- 
tavus  Adolphus,  the  F,x-King  of  Sweden, 
seems  to  havejifiered  himself  as  a Candi- 
date to  fill  the  throne  of  that  kingdom  once 
more.  By  the  following  accounts  he  seems 
to  be  on  his  wav  from  his  late  retirement 
to  the  North  of  Europe. 

Bv  le’ters  from  Holland  it  appears  that 
the  Dutch,  so  far  from  expecting  any  relief 
to  the  oppressions  under  which  their  com- 
merce has  so  long  groaned,  are  apprehen- 
sive that  the  arrangements,  so  far  from  a- 
meliorating,  will  increase  their  sufferings 

No  enmfirmation  has  yet  been  received 
of  the  battle  between  the  Allied  Army  and 
the  French,  of  which  a rumor  had  reached 
Cnrrunna  before  the  Nimrod  left  that  port. 

Letters  from  Bilboa  and  Santander  state, 
that  serious  consequences  had  resulted 
from  the  late  daring  expedition  under  Po- 
ller. The  French,  as  a punishment  on  the 
Biseavans,  have  levied  a contribution  of 
S, 500, 000  reals,  and  twelve  thousand  men 
have  been  marched  from  Victoria,  tooccu 
py  the  different  towns  and  ports  of  that 
unfortunate  province.  A person  who  left 
Santander  on  the  4th  inst.  describes  in  pain- 
ful terms  the  condition  of  that  town  and  the 
adjacent  country,  in  consequence  of  French 
exactions  and  oppressions. 

Letters  received  from  the  Baltic  state, 
that  the  vessels  which  were  detained  in 
the  ports  of  Prussia,  on  suspicion  of  being, 
laden  with  English  psoperty,  are  likely  to 
be  released  on  paying  50  per  cent. 

A gentleman  trom  Gottenburp,  who  quit- 
ted that  port  on  the  8th  of  the  present 
month,  states,  that  previous  to  that  time, 
intelligence  had  been  received  of  an  order 
at  Christiansand  for  the  release  of  all  Ame- 
rican vessels  brought  in  t'lere,  which  had 
liot  been  taken  when  under  the  guard  of  a 
British  convoy.  In  consequence  of  that  re 
gillntion  three  ships  of  the  United  States, 
with  valuable  cargoes,  had  been  released, 
and  i'  was  hoped  that  this  concession  would 
be  made  throughout1  all  the  ports  of  Nor- 
way. An  opinion  generally  prevailed  that 
the  king  of  Denmark  would  be  the  suc- 
cessful candidate  for  the  succession  of  the 
Swedish  throne. 

A letrcr  f.-om  Rostook  gives  unfavorable 
accounts  of  the  state  of  affairs  at  that  port. 
It  appears  that  measures  of  great  severity 
h id  been  resorted  to  in  that  harbour  a- 
gainst  all  American  shins,  and  that  none  of 
them  were  permitted  to  land  any  part  of 
their  cargoes. 

If  Napoleon  adheres  to  his  declaration 
respecting  the  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees, 
there  can  hardly  be  any  difficulty  even  in. 
point  of  etiquette,  as  to  the  remains  of  our 
orders  in  council.  The  words  of  the  French 
minister  are,  “ In  this  new  state  of  things, 
sir,  I am  authorised  to  declare  to  you,  that 
the  decrees  of  Berlin  and  Milan  are  revo 
ked,  and  that  from  the  first  of  November 
they  will  cease  to  be  in  force,  it  being  tin. 
derstood  that  in  consequence  of  this  decla- 
ration the  English  shall  revoke  their  orders 
in  council,  and  renounce  their  new  princi- 
ples of  blockade,  which  they  have  attempt- 
ed  to  establish;  or  that  the  United  States, 
conformably  to  the  act  which  you  have  just 
communicated,  shall  cause  their  rights  to 
be  respected  by  the  English.”  After  this 
declaration  on  the  part  of  the  F rench  gov  - 
eminent  that  their  decrees  are  revoked,  8c 
shall  cease  to  be  in  force  from  the  1st  of 
November,  there  is  nothing  that  can  rea- 
sonably prevent  a declararion  on  our  part, 
that  the  measures  adopted  by  us,  express- 
ly on  the  principle  of  retaliation,  should 
cease  to  be  in  force  at  the  same  time  with 
the  obnoxious  decrees.  From  the  conciu 
ding  member  of  the  sentence,  it  indeed  ap 
pears  that  the  decrees  are  to  be  revoked 
at  any  rate,  proviJed  the  Americans  cause 
their  rights  to  be  respected  by  the  English. 
Any  backwardness  on  our  part,  therefore, 
must  embroil  us  with  the  A mericans,  whom 
Napoleon  now  addresses  in  that  tone  of  ful- 
some flattery  which  he  so  readily  assumes 
towards  those  whom  he  wishes  to  bend  to 
his  purposes. 

Repeal  of  the  Union . — The  right  hon. 
Henry  Grattan,  and  the  hon.  Mr.  R.  Shaw, 
the  two  members  tor  the  city  of  Dublin, 
arc  to  be  delegated  to  present  the  petition 
to  the  king,  praying  for  a repeal  of  the  act 
of  union,  and  a restoration  of  the  Parlia 
nnent  of  Ireland.

Defection  of  Bonaparte’s  Generals. 
Another  officer  of  rank  has  come  over 
from  the  enetny  — He  made  his  first 
appearance  at  the  British  head  quar- 
ters in  Portugal,  and  is  now  in  London. 
These  are  mortifications  to  which  Bo- 
naparte has  not  been  accustomed  and 
they  will  for  that  reason  press  heavier 
upon  him.  His  mot tification,  is  how- 
ever a light  consideration  ; they  arc 
events  of  great  importance  to  us.  We

portant to  the  public  service,  filling  up 
from  ninety  to  a hundred  pages, 

London,  Aug.  15. — Aiex.M’Rae,  Esq 
of  Virginia,  with,  dispatches  for  General 
Armstrong,  at  Paris,  from  the  American 
minister  at  this  court,  sailed  from  Ply- 
mouth a few  days  since,  in  a flag  of  truce 
for  Morlaix.  The  vessel  was  hired  ex- 
pressly for  tile  purpose  of  carrying  Mr. 
M’Rae  to  the  last  mentioned  port.

It  is  understooa.  that  a commercial  ar- 
rangement between  Great  Britain  and 
l'rance  has  been  somr  time  in  serious  ne- 
gociation.  Commerce  between  the  two 
countries  is  to  be  carried  on  in  neutral  ves 
sets  duly  LICENCED  by  both  governments 
—and  from  ports  to  be  designated  in  both 
countries  Ostend,  Dunkirk  and  Havre 
■arr  the  French  ports.  An  Ostend  paper 
mentions  that  th-  arrangement  had  been 
accedrd  to  on  the  part  ot  the  Emperor  at 
the  solicitation  of  the  merchants  of  Paris, 
and-qypuld  speedily  take  effect  Otliet  ac- 
counts state,  that  a mere  modification  or 
moderation  of  th--  prelent  licenced  trade 
will  take  place.  This  neqqcution  is  whol- 
ly left  to  the  management  of  the  new 
Board  of  Commerce  which  Napoleon 
has  convened  in  Paris  ; one  of  whose 
members  We  understand  has  been  in  town 
some  t>me,  communicating  with  the  Hoard 
of  Pro  le 

The  arrangement  ror  the  exchange  of 
prisoners  meets  with  many  obstructions  ; 
but  \fr  Mackenzie  writes,  that  his  pri 
vate  opinion  is  that  he  shall  eventually 
succeed. 

According  to  a report  in  private  letters 
from  the  continent,  it  appears  that  a new 
conspiracy  against  Bonaparte  had  beer, 
discovered  at  Breda,  and  that  two  of  the 
chief  agents  of  the  plot  hid  been  secured. 
It  has  been  hinted  that  t his  is  perhaps 
but  a pretended  conspiracy  on  the  part  of 
the  French  government,  in  order  to  get 
rid  of  certain  persons  in  Holland  who 
may  be  supposed  to  be  particularly  hostile 
to  the  views  of  the  Gallic  Tyrant.  Eve- 
ry species  of  artifice  may  indeed  be  ex 
pected  from  the  usurper  and  his  agents, 
but  as  he  has  been  the  cause  of  more  mise- 
ry. national  and  domestic,  than  any  other 
person  that  ever  existed,  and  as  the  hearts 
of  all  mankind  are  against  him,  it  would, 
by  no  means  be  wonderful  if  the  alledged 
conspiracy  were  the  result  of  that  indig- 
nation and  abhorrence  which  his  conduct 
cannot  fail  to  excite,  and  which  may  natu- 
rally dispose  some  resolute  spirits  to  at- 
tempt to  rid  the  world  ol  such  a mon 
ster.

Whereas  instances  have  shewn  that  the 
North  American  flag  is  wrongful!*- 
made  use  ofbvthe  English  to  import 
nrohibited  goods  and  elude  the  well 
known  vigilance  pursued  by  the  impe- 
rial French  government,  to  preserve 
the,  illicit  trade  in  colonial  produce, 
which  for  a considerable  time  has  not 
been  shipped  off  from  any  port  in  North 
America;  therefore  we  hereby  direct 
that  no  American  ships  shall  hence- 
forth be.  admitted  in  any  port  of  our  do- 
minions, and  the  Minister  Committees 
in  Rostock  and  Wcsmar  are  charged 
to  watch  over  the  punctual  execution  of 
tliis  order.

Captain  Snow,  from  Cadiz,  sailed  on 
tlie  1 3th  of  August.  , No  new  event  of 
any  importance  had  occurred.  '1  here 
had  been  very  large  importations  of 
flour,  and  there  was  a poor  supply  of 
water.  An  incessant  fire  was  kept  up 
on  the  positions  occupied  by  the  French 
particularly  at  Trocadero.  The  inhab- 
itants are  said  to  be  confident  of  their 
security.  The  British  and  Spaniards, 
it  is  satd,  “ appear  to  be  perfectly  cor- 
dial”— “ but  the  former  were  not  with- 
out precaution  against  treachery — the 
troops  of  the  respective  nations  were 
mixed  on  service” — T A precaution  that 
Napoleon  sometime  uses  to  prevent  the 
the  treach<-rv  of  his  iron  bound  vassals. 
The  result  appeares  to  us  to  be — the 
ooor  Spaniards  are  held  in  duress  at 
Cacliz  by  their  magnanimous  protectors, 
the' British — and  both  closely  besieged 
and  hr  tly  peppered  bv  French  shot. 

The^n  lish  offered  to  find  seamen  t 
retake  the  Fort  of  Matagorda,  (which  it 
seems  has  arisen  from  the  dead,  after 
being  below  water  for  some  weeks 
since — by  federal  types  !)  but  the  cor- 
diality of  the  Spaniards  will  not  “ex- 
nose their  ships  to  destruction.”  The 
Cadiz  prints,  (to  Aug.  8)  have,  as  usu- 
il,  a plentiful  portion  of  the  fruit  of  foi- 
ly— fit  food  of  credulity.  We  have  no 
account  of  any  military  transactions  of 
moment,  since  gen.  Crawford  suffered 
his  late  victory. 

Tlte  following  is  an  extract  of  a let- 
ter from  an  officer  in  our  army  in  Por- 
tugal : 

“Linhards,  July  31  1810. 

“ Things  appear  to  be  now  fast  draw 
ingtoa  crisis  in  this  country.  Tlie 
•itemy,  foiled  in  his  attempt  against 
Cadiz,  seems  determined  to  prosecute 
the  campaign  with  great  vigourin  Por- 
tugal. After  repeated  and  varied  man- 
ccuvrings  to  decoy  our  army  from  their 
favorable  positions,  and  after  continual 
lv  menacing  us  with  an  attack,  the 
French  did  not  shew  themselves  in  real 
earnest  with  us  till  the  fall  of  Cindad 
Rodrigo,  after  which  they  pressed  tip- 
on  our  advanced  dorps,  obliging  them 
o retire  into  the  vicinity  of  Almeida, 
before  which  place  they  made  their  ap- 
pearance in  great  force  on  tlie  24th. — 
Here  thev  encountered  the  light  brig- 
ade of  our  army  under  Brig.  Gen.  Ro- 
bert Crauford,  with  great  impetuosity  ; 
and,  1 am  sorry  to  sav*  notwithstanding 
the  steadiness  and  bravery  of  the  corps 
of  which  it  was  composed,  such  was 
the  impetuosity  with  which  the  supe- 
rior numbers  of  the  enemy  advanced, 
that  they  bore  every  thing  before  them 
like  an  irresistible  torrent,  not  howe- 
ver without  affording  to  our  troops  en- 
gaged an  opportunity  of  again  display- 
ing their  gallantry,  when  brought  face 
to  face  with  the  enemy.  But  what 
could  he  expected  of  us  from  such  a 
vast  disparity  in  point  of  number  f We 
lost  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing, 
about  30  officers  and  400  men,  Sc  were 
obliged  to  retire. 

“ Had  Crauford's  affairs  brought  on 
a general  action,  the  result  would  have 
been  more  fortunate  for  us,  but  still 
more  sanguinary.  I am  at  present  at- 
tached to  the  division  of  the  army  un- 
der General  Picton,  consisting  of  three 
brigades.  At  midnight  of  the  20jh  we 
relinquished  our  position  atPinhel  with 
our  left  in  front  retiring  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Alverca,  where  Lord  Wel- 
lington had  established  his  head  quar- 
ters. Having  here  taken  up  a position 
we  continued  one  day,  and,  on  the  28  th, 
fell  back  to  this  place,  (Lmhare.s,)  one 
of  the  most  delightful  and  picturesque 
parts  I ever  beheld  in  the  whole  course 
of  my  life.  Hitherto  our  retreat  has 
been  gradual  and  orderly  ; every  pre- 
paration, however,  is  making  for  more 
rapid  movements  retrogradely.  God 
grant  it  may  be  unnecessary  ! It  is  said 
that  ifneed  be,  we  are  to  retire  to  the 
fortified  camp  in  front  of  Lisbon,  with 
our  right  on  the  Tagus  at  Villa  Franca, 
and  our  left  extending  towards  Torres 
Vedras,  and  the  sea  coast  near  Povca, 
or  Suzana,  comprehending  distance  of 
about  30  miles.  When  driven  to  this 
resource  by  innumerable  opposing  le- 
■ior.s,  rest  assured  we’ll 
;lfigbt  till  Jr  am  our  bones  the  jlesb  be 
back'd." 

But  many  will  rue  such  a day I 

tope  the  Portuguese  will  not  flinch 
then  ; if  so,  alas ! my  poor  devoted 


comrades  ! Some  of  the  Portuguese 
look  extremely  well  under  arms;  but 
whether  they  will  fight  e’est  une  autra 
chose.  Expect  to  hear  cf  something 
decisive  immediately. ,s 

LISBON,  Aug.  8. 

“ The  exact  position  that  our  army 
occupies  is  known  to  few  in  this  city, 
but  ilis  said  to  be  advantageous.  Our 
troops  are  m good  health,  while  it  is 
said,  that  in  tlte  army  of  tVasscna  a dy- 
sentary  to  a great  extent  prevails  which 
in  fliis  season  of  the  year  is  more  des- 
tmetive  than  the  sword,  and  therefore 
thtl  longer  Lord  Wellington  delays 
fighting  the  better.  The  British  arc 
less-subject  to  this  malady  as  they  have- 
been  quartered  in  lofty  situations. 

“ Our  post  from  head  quarters  to 
this  place  is  not  so  frequent  or  so  regu- 
lar as  it  is  to  be  wished,  considering 
ottr  anxiety.  We  do  not  (tear  that 
there  is  reason  to  think  that  a battle 
will  be  fought  so  soon  as  a few  weeks 
ago  we  imagined.  Alntinda  is  close- 
ly invested,  and  the  French  scent  de- 
termined, if  possibjc,  to  take  it.” 

speech  on  the 
LIBERTY  OF  THE  PRF.SS. 

By  Tbomas  R.  Undersvocd, 

A student  in  the  Transvlvania  University. 

Delivered  October  3. 

Respected  Atbience, 

1 rise  not  with  a view  of  difeuffing  a 
subject  which  unril  now  hath  remained 
obscure,  hut  I proprfe  delivering  a few 
obfervations  on  that  with  which  your  good 
understandings  are  already  acquainted.  I 
hope  I shall  he  indebted  10  your  indul- 
gence for  a patient  hearing,  hut  least  you 
should  anticipate  uneasiness,  1 promise  not 
to  detain  you  long.  I have  chosen  for  my 
tl’“-ne.  the  liberty  of  the  press-,  a theme 
w.  l!  worthy  a more  able  advocate — a soun. 
der  politician.  I mean  by  tlte  liberty  of 
the  press,  the  publishing  and  circulating 
dissersations  on  any  topic;  but  tor  the 
pfe-  ent,  I shall  confine  myself  to  the  con- 
-ideration  of  its  influence  on  measures 
of  government.  The  feee  expression  of 
sentiment  was  esteemed  originally  an  un- 
alienable requisite  of  man,  but  as  men  ad- 
vance to  a greater  degree  of  civilization, 
in  some  countr  es  this  privilege  was, 
and  is  ve:  restrained.  Be  mine  the  task 
to  point  out  its  fatal  consequenc  s to 
s -ciety,  and  vours  to  resolve  to  guard  a- 
g-iost  the  evil. 

In  the  early  ages  of  society  liberty  ol 
discussion  must  have  be-n  g nerally  pat- 
ronised ; if  not,  men  could  never  hive  at 
tained  such  eminence  in  science  and  gov- 
ernment as  is  now  prevalt  nt  in  the  world 
It  was  then  glorious  to  discover  an  error 
in  the  policy  of  nations,  and  by  the  free 
exercise  of  speech  and  reason  to  convince 
men  of  their  mistake,  and  induce  them  to 
assimilate  their  regulations  as  near  as  pos- 
sible to  more  correct  principles.  But 
when  the  free  exchange  of  opinion 
had  advanced  knowledge  to  a certain 
height,  some  pret-nded  great  and  good 
men  asserted,  that  what  had  hitherto  been 
the  fount  of  good,  might  soon  become  the 
source  of  evil  ; and  that  it  was  necessary 
for  the  welfare  «f  the  community  to  pre- 
clude rhe  use  of  its  waters.  It  was  then 
asserted  that  the  freedom  of  discussion 
might  endanger  the  existing  govern  men:  ; 
and  no  longer,  as  it.  had  done,  aflist  its 
progress  to  perfection,  hut  on  the  contra- 
ry would  be  a causeof  anarchy.  That  in- 
stead  of  maintaining  peace  and  content,  tt 
might  prodn-e  wars  and  commotions 
1 heae  and  such  lik-  doctrines  propagated 
hv  the  potentates  of  the  age,  at  length 
triumphed  over  the  ignorance  of  the 
commonaltv.  Then  it  was  declar- 
ed that  the  humble  individual  should  say 
nothing  of  government,  and  then  was  the 
citizen  prosecuted  should  he  dare  to  pub- 
lish an  opinion  opposing  the  executive 
measures  of  a state;  and  all  those  acts 
were  honourably  performed  under  tlte 
sanction  of  the  high-sounding  names  of 
“ public  utility .”  Plausible  as  such  conduct 
might  have  appeared  to  thoughtless  cred. 
ulitv,  it  cannot  pass  through  theordeal  of 
acute  investigation 

Those  men  who  have  talents  fuffici-nr 
to  introduce  a change  in  governm-ot  well 
understand  the  rights  of  men  : guid  ’d  by 
virtue  and  philanthropy,  they  will  form  a 
constitution  which  will  guarantee  to  ip 
citizens  equa^bbertv  and  law.  But  fear 
ful  that  those  men  should  have  private  e- 
cnolument,  instead  of  the  common  good, 
in  view,  you  mav  think  it  just  nerhaps  to 
prevent  their  attempt  to  amend  errors,  by 
denying  them  the  privilege  of  circulating 
their  principles.  Ifso.youare  the  sup 
pnrters.  in  mv  opinion,  of  sentiments  the 
most  detrimental.  It  is  faying  this,  that 
b -cause  we  are  not  certain  that  alterations 
will  be  made  forthc  better,  we  will  not 
Have  them  made  at  all.  This  would  at 
once  stop  all  imorovrm-nt  in  government 
and  confine  it  una'terably  to  its  present 
state.  And  that  is  what  we  desire, may  be 
the  reply  of  a number,  for  governments 
are  tolerably  perfect,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  when  they  are  altered,  it 
will  be  for  the  wor  e.  This  may  be  a 
pleasing  assertion  to  the  vanity  of  man  ; 
hut  let  me  ask  how  does  it  accord  with  the 
present  state  of  the  world  ? Does  not  the 
cannon  of  Europe,  the  despotism  of  ^sia, 
the  savage  barbarity  of  Africa, and  to  con- 
clude the  wretched  scene,  the  present  de 
generacy  of  ou’1  once  happy  country,  suf- 
ficiently prove  that  governments  do  not 
yet  proceed  with  as  much  harmony  as 
is  visihle  among  the  spheres  ? Believe  me 
we  are  fir  f-om  perfection  in  government 
and  perhaps  such  a state  will  never  be  at- 
tainable by  the  genius  of  man  : But 
wheth"r  or  not.  it  is  the  duty  of  every  cit- 
izen to  meliorate  the  present  and  to  at 
tempt  to  better  the  future.  To  effect 
this  the  freedom  of  discussion  or  which 
is  equivalent,  the  liberty  of  th  : press  an. 
pears  :0  he  unrivalled.  Here  every  indi- 
vidual mav  deliver  his  opinion,  advising 
that  which  to  him  shall  3eem  most  proper 
and  in  the  general  expression  ot  senti- 
ments, a balm  for  the  wounds  of  equity 


may  be  discovered.  Here  tlie  ellllfgftWtv- 
ed  mind  may  disptsc  the  manner'  iflt  Wis- 
dom, the  gathering  in  of  which  Uycnur;  le- 
gislators,, will  prove  the  pabulum' tnrqr-.to* 
nation  travailing  under  the  famitreeifll' ‘op- 
pression. If  then  no  objection'  scan  ;l»e 
made  against  the  free  circulation' ‘‘tf'Rentu 
ntents,  which  cannot  easily  be rentUMtstd  by 
teason,  why  has  it  been  that  mem  <j*f  im- 
proved minds  have  inculcate.il  ssupli 
talse  ideas  ? A very  little  attenrjlttB  .will 
be  snfficint  to  solve  the  misterjv-  The 
good  which  they  have  pretended  ngaold 
result  from  their  plan  was  the  C's-'tftnetbie 
and  not  the  real  cause  which  excised riteita 
to  exclaim  against  the  freedom  ot  ptcklica- 
tion.  1 he  public  utility  of  wh'tsri  th ty 
boasted,  was  a vain  picture  presents’d  to 
the  fancy,  decorated  with  the  t oUwn  of 
invisible  ruin, drawn  by  the  hand  < f adroi: 
tlesccption,  and  when  society  w at  absorb- 
ed in  the  unguarded  moment  of  imagina. 
ry  safety,  like  that  arch-fiend,  they  seizrd 
the  opportunity  to  steal  its  librrtv  awav. 
Far  from  advancing  the  equal  tights  of 
men,  they  wished  to  become  the  givers  ot 
arbitrary  mandates  and  in  pretending  to 
preserve  society  from  anarchy  they  were 
drawing  it  by  d grees  into  the  letters  of 
despotism.  Look  wltete  von  will  among 
crowned  heads  and  you  will  {ever  find  it 
their  firmest  support  to  silence  the  voice 
ot  the  people,  and  that  nothing  can  so 
much  mar  their  peace  as  tlte  spirit  of  free 
publication.  I cannot  forbear, tor  the  sake 
of  illustration  from  turning  your  attention 
to  the  shores  of  persecuted  Erin.  There- 
behold  the  germ  of  liberty  warmed  by  the 
effulgent  rays  of  a free  press,  about  ro  ex- 
pand and  produce  the  blossom  of  republi- 
canism, but  ere  the  bud  could  ripen  to  ther 
flower,  the  cloud  of  tyranny-  surrounded* 
the  orb  which  illumed  it,  and  lo  l it  with- 
ered to  revive  no  more.  The  king  of 
England  well  knowing  that  the  liberty  of 
the  press  was  a firm  support  to  the  free- 
dom of  the  people,  and  which  being  eflab- 
lilhed  kings  could  not  exist,  employed  his 
minion  gold, to  procure  an  abject  contply- 
ance  from  every  Irish  press  with  his  mea- 
sures ofgnvernment;  and  should  stern  in- 
dependence, refuse  the  tendered  sum,  the 
ruffian  soldier  came  with  his  bayonet  and 
dembliriied  the  office  of  the  editor.  Such 
a.cts.-  ^ tyranny  ! have  been  thine;  and  to' 
similar  scenes  would  the  present  railers  a- 
gainst  a tree  prefs,  conduct  th;if  country,, 
could  they  but  accomplish  their  desires 
I hey  aspire  to  something  above  the  hum- 
ble equality  otdemocra1  v ; set  ptres  crowns 
and  thrones  are  objects  alone  worthy  of 
their  attention.  It  will  be  well  my  coun- 
trymen if  you  are  guarded  against  the  so- 
phistical intrigues  of  such  designing  meni 
tnd  I would  advise  you  to  b»ve  this  mot- 
to indelibly  engraven  on  your  hearts  “ that 
the  first  appearance  of  a restrained  press,, 
is  the  ill  fated  harbinger  of  a fall  from  free- 
dom. and  as  3000  as  indiscriminate  prose- 
cution ty  anizes  over  free  publication  the 
era  of  despotism  hath  commenced.” 

Think  not  that  I am  so  bigoted  as  not 
to  fee  many  abuses  attendant  on  the  liber- 
ty of  the  press  ; on  the  contrary  I behold 
licentiousness,  raillery  and  sarcastic  ten- 
sure  reflect  their  blackened  rays  from  the 
polluted  sheet  to  stigmatize  the  noblest 
a;ts  of  virtue  Yes  the  newspaper  squalls 
•o  ruffle  the  tide  of  'elicit v air  in  ny  and 
aggravating,  bu;  it  may  hr  r id  with  truth 
they  never  last  long,  and  feldom  produce 
a fatal  effect.  Should  the  a.s—assin  of 
character  dare  vilify  merit,  ju$f  laws  have 
annexed  a punishment  to  sur*li  a crime  ; if 
then  the  honest  individual  should  he  fal fit- 
ly slandered,  he  can  obtain  reparation  by 
bringing  the  slanderer  to  the  bar  of  jus- 
•ice,  but  as  to  thofe  who  are  guilty  of  e- 
normities,  they  never  can  be  exposed  too 
much  to  the  venom  ot  ridicule. 

A licentious  press  is  thought  to  be  t 
monnrous  evil,  which  soon  spread*  far 
and  wide, and  contaminates  the  bli-s  of  so- 
ciety ; if  so,  ’tis  the  nation’s  fault.  A* 
soon  as  a paper  dec-nds  to  wanton  scurril- 
ity; let  the  people  discontinue  their  hand 
ofsupnort.  let  them  look  upon  it  with 
contempt  hy  not  looking  at  it  at  all,  and  it 
will  immediately  degenerate  to  the  confin- 
ed circulation  of  its  ignominious  partisans. 
It  is  rot  uncommon  for  modern  politicians 
to  exclaim  against  the  abuses  of  the  press 
and  at  the  same  time  foster  it  by  subscri- 
ing  for  those  papers  which  are  most  li- 
centious, and  after  having  read  their  con- 
tents generally  wish  the  press  frame  made 
fuel  of,  and  the  prin'e?  gihbetted.  Strange 
inconsistency!  that  any  fet  of  men  should 
support  voluntarily  that  which  they  de- 
clare ought  to  be  destroyed,  and  procure 
For  themselves  the  fretful  contortions  of 
maligniry  hy  taking  a piper  which  if  they 
would  not  look  at,  would  lessen  its  impor- 
tance, save  their  money  and  their  feelings. 

A licentious  press  is  more  a name  of 
horror,  thin  productive  of  real  injuries. 
In  a republican  government  where  Taws 
are  enacted  or  abolished  bv  the  will  of  the 
people,  a press  must  be  guided  by  impar- 
tiality and  wisdom  to  effect  much  ; for 
men  of  good  understandings  cannot  be  im- 
posed upon  hv  newspaner  foHy.  and  the 
lower  order  of  citizens  incapable  of  under- 
stanuingeither  the  laws  by  which  they  are 
governed  or  the  absurd  projections  of  chi- 
merical type-setters  will  be  inclined  to  re- 
main just  as  they  are.  It  would  be  well 
for  every  one  to  discountenance  the  li- 
centiousness  of  the  press,  but  I do  not 
conceive  that  it  ever  will  be  politic  to  fac- 
rifire  free  publication  merely  because  it  is 
liable  to  be  abused 

1 he  press  which  I recommend  to  your 
protection,  onpofes  or  advocates  with  a 
cairn  dignity.  It  Iparkles  not  with  erudition 
in  arrogance.  It  afserts  it*  rrafons  with 
mi  duess.  Its  burinefs  is  not  to  mortify 
the  fallibility  of  men,  but  to  propofe  «- 
mendments  to  their  transactions.  It  is 
an  admirer  and  an  adherent  to  truth.  It 
culls  the  political  world,  not  in  pu  1 suit  of 
arguments  to  establish  a newly  invented 
theory,  but  for  reasons  to  preferve  invio- 
late the  acknowledged  rights  of  men.  It 
insures  the  just  administration  of  law  by 
by  watching  the  conduct  of  officers.  It 
administers  to  tin  mialutary  advice  when- 
ever they  deviate  from  the  path  of  justice, 
by  difplay ing  whatever  may  tend  ta  influ- 
ence them  to  discharge  their  duty(towards 
their  country.  To  preserve  such  a press, 
snould  you  withftand  whatever  authority 
dare  attack  it.  It  is  the  shield  to  defend 
you  against  tyranny  ; and  like  the  heroic 


‘fyirtan  consecrate  your  lives  ere  you  suf- 
fer it  to  be  taken. 

Fathers  impress  upon  the  rising  gene- 
ration this  important  truth,  that  a free 
prefs  is  the  fafeguard  of  liberty  and 
that  it  should  be  preserved  unsullied  until 
society  shall  be  obliteated  by  the  ravages 
of  time. 

As  free  from  reflraint  as  the  American 
press  is,  it  can  be  no  reafon  why  you 
should  not  reflect  on  its  importance  and 
the  means  proper  to  guard  it  agai,  st  op- 
pression. In  prolperity  we  (hould  think 
how  to  act  in  adversity.  In  out  enjoy- 
ment we  fhoulJ  consider  how  to  perpetu- 
ate it.  And  flow  when  the  prefs  is  free, 
may  yon  appreciate  its  worth  and  plan  its 
eternal  prefervation.

It  will  be  observed  by  an  ae.icle  in  our  pa. 
per  of  to  day,  that  the  King  of  Denmark,  in 
consequence  of  the  illicit  practice  of  taking 
•forged  documents  in  England,  and  thereby 
forcing  in  the  commodities  of  that  country, 
Aias  thought  proper  to  issue  • decree  exclu- 
ding American  vessels  altogether  from  his 
ports.  An  arrival  at  Boston  is  said  to  bring  in- 
formation, that  the  D..nish  Government  had 
since  issued  another  decree,  directing  their 
cruize rs  to  capture  all  American  vessels,  what- 
ever might  be  their  cargo,'  or  wherever  from, 
or  bound. 

We  have  no  information,  as  yet,  from  Spain 
•r  Portugal  which  leads  to  any  thing  impor- 
tant or  decisive  on  either  side  ; tho’  accounts 
ef  skirmishes  and  partial  engagements  daily 
arrive.  Statements  up  to  the  1 Jth  August  con- 
tinue Wellington’s  head  quarters  at  Celenro — 
and  the  expectation  ofan  attack  from  the 
French,  still  prevailed— The  English  and  Por- 
tuguese combined  force  was  estimated  at  35,- 
OOO.  Great  activity  in  Lisbon  in  procuring  re- 
cruits &c.  Every  horse  that  w is  able  to  stand 
•was  impressed  for  the  cavalry.  There  were 
8 or  10  line  of  battleships,  besides  frig  ites  and 
smaller  vessels  of  war,  lying  in  the  Tagus,  and 
nearly  700  transports,  wailing  in  readiness  to 
firry  off  the  British  troops,  in  case  they 
should  be  forced  to  evacuate  the  country — 
strong  fortifications  had  been  erected  on  the 
heights  about  Lisbon  to  cover  their  retreat. 
Provissions  are  said  to  be  scarce,  but  expecta- 
tions ol  the  arrival  of  15,000  barrels  of  Ameri- 
can flour,  purchased  in  Liverpool,  were  en- 
tertained. 

Various  statements  in  the  Eastern  papers, 
concerning  the  election  Of  Congress-men  in 
New  Hampshire,  had  induced  us  to  believe 
that,  that  state  was  still  to  remain  federal, 
which  gave  rise  to  much  rejoicing  and  exulta- 
tion by  the  party — but  at  the  close  of  the  bu. 
tineas,  it  appears  by  official  returns,,  that  tvio 
Republicans  are  elected — and  another  election 
immediately  to  take  place  to  fill  the  remaining 
three  seats,  when  the  republicans  calculate 
upon  a further  accession.  New  England  pat- 
riotism having  of  late  been  considerably  below 
par,  we  should  not  have  been  much  surprised 
had  the  first  statements  proved  correct — but  as 
it  is  otherwise,  we  are  much  gratified  by  con. 
tradicting  them — and  hope  the  reformation 
may  continue  and  become  general  in  that  par* 
of  the  country — as  we  feel  confident  it  will  be 
for  the  good  of  the  Union.
